‘Mr. Disnazit has more than once pub- 
licly referred to the influence exercised 
by Secret Societies upon the polities of 
Enrope, and has been laughed at as fan- 
cifal by the majority of Englishmen 
who, accustomed to free expression of 
thought and will, do not appreciate the 
necessity for secret action which may 
prevail in other countries. The sub- 
ject has again been referred to of late, 


10 | in connection with the present state of 


affairs in Turkey, and has been treated 
with the usual satire by the usual 
unbelievers. Sir William Harcourt, 
among others, is reported to have saids 
in the course of a speech at Oxford : 

“Ihave heard recently of a fancifal 
aud romantic idea that the schemes of 
wise statesmen and great diplomatists 
are half led by Secret Societies. Iam 
not myself alarmed at ‘ Seoret Societies.’ 
I om a member of a great many of 
these Secret Societies—Freemasons 
and others—and I can assure her 
Majesty's Government that they are 
not dangerous persons at all. No, 
there are forces happily much more 
powerful than Secret Societies, which 
very often baffle the plans of statesmen 
when they are nob sagaciously formed 
y: carefally carried out. There is a 
power above sll Secret Societies—it 
is the power of public opinion.” We 
recall the words of the elder Philip. 
son, when arraigned before the Holy 
Vehme in Suabia:—“I am an 





Englishman, one of a nation accustomed 
to yield and receive open-handed 
justice dealt forth in the broad 
light of day.” Yet the words were 
uttered under conditions which suffi. 
ciently attested the fact thet a different 
custom prevailed in the land where 
he then found himself. Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt speaks as an English. 
man, accustomed to hear every man 
freely express his opinion, and to find 
the outspoken voice of the majority 
influence the conduct of Kings and 
Governments. But he forgets that 
there are countries in which this right 
hasnot been established; where opinions, 
stifled in the utterance, are apt to find 
expression by ways that are dark, and 
to become dangerous to the body politio, 
as matter denied an outlet will burrow 
and affect the human system, The insti- 
tution of the Vehme may have changed 
its nature and changed its habitation, 
since the day when its decreo went 
forth against Charles the Bold of 
Burgundy ; but there can be no doubt 
Mr. Disraeli is right in affirming that 
secret societies do exist, having definite 
political aims and powerful means of 
making their influence felt. Indeed, 
we are almost reminded of the Vehme 
itself when wo recall the bombs of 
Orsini, who was alleged at the time 
to be merely an agent of such a society 
bent on punishing Napoleon III for 
neglecting principles to which he was 
alleged to have subscribed in the 
days of his exile, The very war 
which resulted in Italian liberty was 
said to have been dictated by these 
societies, exerting over the French 
‘Emperor the influence derived from his 
former membership. We need not refer 
to the immense influence once exercised 
by the Jesuits in the Councils of Europe 
—an influence indeed still far from ex- 
tinct. And it is affirmed that there 
exists at Moscow a cognate pro- 
paganda, whose object is the extension 
of Russian influence over the infidels 
of the East, Discontent is fanned 
into war, and Russia then steps in 
to protect the revolted and restore 
order—most frequently by the annexa- 
tion of the affected district, It is by 
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tho emissaries of this Seoret Society 
that the present conflagration in Turkey 
is said to have been excited and fanned 
into flame; and as its aid is use- 
fol in farthoring the designs of the 
Government, 0 is its influence powerful

ever we may think of the existence of 
Sooret Societies in other parts of 
Europe, or of exaggeration in Mr. 
Disracli’s assertion of their strength, 
we can well conceive them in a country 
still despotically governed and where the 
state of society favours their existence 
and their power. 

Perhaps no people on earth have 
developed such a faculty for organi- 
sing Secret Societies as the Chinese. 
The word which has been objected 
to in Europe may very certainly 
bo applied here, The country is 
literally “ honeycombed” with them, 
and woe have constant evidence in 
the Poking Gazette of tho dread 
with which the Government regards 
them. Reference has been lately made 
to an attempt of the White Lily 
Sooiety, which narrowly failed of cap- 
turing the Imperial city within the 
last contury, We have Iately had the 
remarkable excitement of the Paper 
‘Mon, which the public voice unanimous- 
ly attributed to the machinations of 
& Secret Society, even while terrified 
at what was deemed a supernatural 
manifestation, Nor do the Chineso 
leave behind them their propensity 
for these organisations, when they 
emigrate to other countries, It has 
been vory lately shown how vigorous 
aro the branches of their societies at 
the Straits, where nevertheless there 
are none of the conditions which prompt 
their formation at home. It may be 
that in some countries of Europe, as 
well as in this instance, Secret Societies 
outlive the causes which led to their 
inception, But of their existence there 
seems no doubt; and they will con- 
tinuo to exist till the principle of free 
spoech, till the right of every man toa 
free voice is recognised as it has been 
traditionally recognised in England, 
since our Saxon forefathers used to 
meet in gemot to determine the affairs 
of the country.

PAUPER LABOUR. 
Ws give the Chinese all credit for the 
charity with which they are contributing 
to the support of the thousands who 
are flocking into this province, from the 
districts north of the Yangtze, in 
search of the food which has failed 
them in their own country. But it is 
a pity the officials do not see tho 
wisdom of exacting from the immi- 
grants, some useful work in exchange, 
The principle which we have seen 
asserted on the Woosung railway, that 
the peasantry of a district are entitled 
to do what paid labour there is to be 
done in that district, might interfere 
with their employment on some 
descriptions of public work ; but there 
is atill plenty to be done about every 
Chinese city which the inhabitants would 
not be too anxious to do, and which 
would yet tend very greatly to their 
health and comfort. The disgusting 
filth and squalor of the Shanghai city, 
for instance, are a by-word among for- 
cign visitors. It is one of the worst 
of Chinese cities, notwithstanding the 
enormous trade and the great revenue 
yielded by the port, which ought to 
afford ample funds for its improve. 
mont, The streets and drains are 
neglected; there are open sewers of 
the most horrible description, and heaps 
of garbage and rubbish encumber 
every vacant space. The incumbent 
of the most valuable Taotaiship in the 
Empire—one which notoriously enables 
the occupant to retire with large 
wealth at the expiration of his three 
years of office—lives amid filth and 
neglect that would disgrace the poorest 
city. Let the labour of the paupers 
who are thrown on the charity of 
Shanghai, be utilised to amend this. 
It might be necessary to feed them a 
trifle better, if work is to be exacted ; 
but the difference in cost would be 
yory slight, and the result would ten- 
fold repay the outlay. There is enough 
scavengeriug to be done in the city, to 
euploy all the able-bodied emigrants 
who arrive throughout the winter; and 
during the winter mouths much can 
be done that it would be eminently 
dangerous to attempt in the sum- 
mer. Speaking of the threatened 
scarcity in Madras, an Indian paper 
writes :—“If the Government recognise 
the duty of providing for the people, 
there is surely some duty on the part 
of the people to give the best return 
they can for being kept alive. 
are not to suppose that hunger is to 
give them immunity from labour ; and 
labour ought to be exacted either on 
works that may be a permanent ad- 
vantage to the country at large, or of 
temporary benefit to the localities in 
which they are carried on. There are 
many local sanitary operations that 
might be performed with advantage, 
such as a thorough cleaning of the 
villages, and works that might uot 
otherwise be taken in hand, is 
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most legitimate use and employment of 
either pauper or criminal labour. There 
are always, in all countries, many 
public works that could never be carried 
out on commercial principles; much, 
to use the common phrase, that ‘ will 
not pay.’ That is, they would be too 
costly for free labour, But where 
people have to be fed at the public 
expense, as a duty of Government, 
there is a clear obligation on the part 
of those who thus receive help to give 
something in return, and whether they 
are in a state of poverty or detained 
for crime, something should be exacted; 
and the proper work to be given in 
such cases is work that would not in- 
terfere with free labour, and such as 
would not be carried out except on the 
conditions under notice. In this re- 
spect, we hold that the Christian maxim, 
that he who will not work neither 
should he eat, is a sound political one 
for all Governments to act on, whether 
they are Christian or not.” ‘We com- 
mend these remarks to the perusal of 
the Shanghai officials, and recommend 
our Chinese contemporaries to translate 
them for the benefit of those in other 
cities, which will have to support a 
number of the impoverished refugees 
during the approaching winter. Not 
only every city, but overy village affords 
ample scope for all the work that can 
be applied to its improvement; and 
though tho standard of comfort among 
the Chinese is so low that the people 
will not do it themselves, they are not 
so impervious to common sense as 
to object to having it dono in return 
for the quota they are asked to con- 
tribute towards the support of their 
impoverished countrymen. The Chinese 
standard of civilisation in respect of 
sanitary matters is lamentably low, aud 
our Chinese contemporaries may do 
useful service in enlarging on tho text. 











‘THE WOOSUNG RAILWAY. 


Tue troubles of the Woosung Railway 
seem to be interminable. Hardly has 
the official opposition been allayed, 
when certain villagers endeavour to 
wreck a train because they disapprove 
the apportionment of the work, and a 
lunatic endeavours to test the force of 
impact of a trainin motion. And now, 
apparently, the terms of sale to the 
Chinese are to be made the subject 
of misrepresentation. The Sinpao 
publishes a paragraph implying that 
the Taotai has been coerced into 
agreeing to a far larger price for the 
railway than it was worth; that he 
bas since had it surveyed by a qualified 
engineer, who estimates it at about 
half the agreed value; and that he 
has in consequence refused to pay the 
first instalment of the purchase money. 
‘There is one grain of trath in these 
statements ; namely, that the Taotai 
has bad the line surveyed by a 
German gentleman from Japan; and 
it is possible that the latter may have 
estimated the value at ‘Ts. 140,000 as 
the Sinipao states. OF this we have no 








kuowledge; but we can affirm that 
that estimate is very erroneous, that 
there was no pressure whatever exer- 
cised in fixing the amount of purchase 
money, and that, so far from showing 
any intention to retreat from the agree- 
ment, the Taotai has promised to pay 
the first instalment in a few days, and 
the second ata definite period after. 
wards. The agreement made by Mr. 
Mayers with the Viceroy provided that 
the amount to be paid “for the land, 
permanent way,rollingstock, machinery, 
stations, and all other claims whatso. 
ever, should be ascertained by an inves 
tigation of accounts in detail ; for which 
purpose Her Britannic Majesty's Con- 
sul and the Taotai of Shanghai should 
each nominate two merchants of proper 
standing and responsibility.” And though 
the formal Committee of arbitrament 
was not appointed, because both sides 
elected to leave the terms of settlement 
very much in the bands of Mr. Mayers— 
delegates from the Taotai had full access 
to the books and accounts before the 
agreement was concluded. After the 
sum of Tls, 285,000 had been fixed by 
Mr. Mayers and the two officials who 
were sent from Peking to assist in the 
negociations, the Taotai further deputed 
a foreign Actuary of high standing, 
and two Chinese officials assisted by 
native interpreters from the O.M.S.N, 
Co.’s office, to examine the books and 
verify the statement of accounts on 
which the agreement was based. Tho 
Chinese were perfectly satisfied at 
the time, and the Foreigner wrote to 
H.B.M.’s Consul strongly affirming the 
fairness of the settlement. It is well 
that these facts should be made public 
to the Chinese, in contradiction of 
the unfair statement of the Sinpao.- 
The railway has enough to encounter 
in the way of Chinose preJadice, without: 
being weighted with sins of which 
it is wholly innocent. It is of 
course, as we said before, possible that 
the Taotai’s surveyor may have es- 
timated the value of the line at the 
sum named; but in that case his 
estimate falls short, by nearly half, of 
the actual cost. Tt is possible the cost 
of the land, for which alone the 
Railway Company paid Ts. 50,000, 
may be left ont of his valuation; bub 
even then his estimate would be very 
far short of the actual cost of the per- 
manent way aud rolling stock, As a 
matter of fact, the price agreed on leaves 
only sufficient margin to pay various 
outstanding charges, and interest at 
the rate of about 5 per cent, on the 
capital employed—in perfect accordance 
with the understanding that was 
come to at Nanking. To Foreigners, 
the sum of Tis. 285,000 which is 
agreed upon as the purchase money, 
will not seem “excessive” as it 
does to the Sinpao.. The ordinary cost 
of single lines of railway in England 
is, we believe, about £9,000 per mile, 
which, at an exchange of 6s., would give 
about Tis. 270,000 as the cost of a 
nine-mile linc; but then the superin- 
tending staff aud the plaut have not 
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_to be bronght 10,000 miles by sea. 
Taking, however, those figures as & 
basis of calculation, there remains but 
margin of Tis. 15,000 to pay the 
cost of transport, the exceptional ex- 
penses incidental to working in a 
strange place under exceptional circum- 
stances, and to pay interest on the 
money employed. We do not deny 
that, if the work had to be done over 
again by the same staff who are now 
on the spot, who have gained the 
necessary experience and could start 
with a definite purpose, the line could 
bo made for somewhat less than it bas 
actually cost, but very certainly not 
for anything approaching that stated 
by the Sinpao, To foreigners then, as we 
said before, the figures will appear 
moderate. But with the Chinese, who 
of course know nothing of such matters, 
the mis-statemonts of the Sinpao will 
be calculated to do much harm, unless 
their error is thoroughly exposed. 








‘THE PRESS IN CHINA. 
‘A coREsPONDENT writes in serio-comic 
voin, regretting the comparison drawn 


in our leading article on Thurs- 
day, between the reigning family 
in England and the Tartar dynasty; 
and which will, he declares, “if trans- 
lated into Chinese, knock on the head 
all the best reasons for the study of 
political economy and international law, 
which are supposed to have kept our 
country in peace and our dynasty on 
the throne, during such a lengthened 
poriod:” For, however much it may 
suit historians to distinguish between 
Plantagenets and Stuarts, “yet, accord- 
ing to Chinese ideas, secing that all 
our sovereigns were lineally descended 
from the Conqueror, our present dynasty 
commenced, atany rate, upwards of eight 
centuries ago, even if the connexion may 
ied back amongst the Saxon 
sovereigns.” We are not carefal to 
answer our correspondent’s criticism, 
‘ae wo do not imagine the Chinese per- 
ception of English history is so refined, 
or their studies of political economy 
are go delicately inspired, that they are 
likely to be knocked off their balance 
by the publication of an article which 
is very little likely to attract their 
notice. We were writing for the 
benefit of Sir Charles Dilke and foreign 
reiders; and fow will deny that, what- 
ever amount of Royal English blood 
George I. may have derived throngh 
his mother, he was as little really of 
an Englishman as the first Manchu 
conqueror of China was Chinese. 

Still, there is one grain of wheat under 
all this chaff. It is well known that 
all political articles published in the 
Shanghai papers are now translated 
into Chinese for the benefit of the 
officials and the Government, and the 
fact is an embarrassing one in some re- 
spects, Occasionally much good may 
be done by an ontspoken statement or 
criticism. At another time, comments 
whieh would be perfectly apprehended 
by @ foreign reader might be harmfally 





























misunderstood by a Chinese ignorant of 
the train of thought which they would 
suggest in a foreign mind, and of a 
host of collateral circumstances which 
materially affect their value. During 
the. course of the recent negotiations, 
for instance, a correspondent wrote us 
from a riverine port:—“I am afraid 
that your publication of the China 
debate will not much aid Sir Thomas 
in coming to # settlement with the 
Chinese. It is sure to embolden the 
Chinese who know not who Mr. 
Richard is, and what influence he 
wields over English policy. A man. 
darin, soon after the debate appeared 
in your paper, told me that there was 
to be no war, because the English Wang 
disapproved of the action of her officers 
in China, and had said she would not 
permit it; and I have no doubt but 
this notion originated in a misconcep- 
tion of the aforesaid opium debate.” 
The idea may or may not be correct, 
but it at least serves to illustrate 
the position ; and it derives probability 
from the well known admiration of the 
Chinese for the general tone of the 
Pall Mall Gazette, which is prone to 
descant on Chinese topies in the vein 
rather of Sir Charles Dilke’s effusion 
in Macmillan, than in the sensible view 
it takes of politics when the question 
arises nearer home. There can be no 
doubt that the occasional references 
made in the Shanghai papers to the 
progress of the Woosung Railway 
had much to do in quickening the 





permiosion to land the material

However Féng, as an 
man, might feel towards 
there is reason to believe that bo 
personally hostile torailways—as Taotai, 
be could not overlook a matter thus 
brought officially before him; and the 
very innocence of the application 
would probably be the best answer to 
Sir Charles Dilke’s accusations of sur- 
reptitious dealing. The confidence 
which dictated it mast have been mar- 
vellously great, in the good dispositions 
of the man to whom it was addressed. 
To return, however, to the matter of 
newspapers, we might name many 
cases in which material good or harm 
has been dono by opportune or inop 
portane pablicity, if it were worth while 
extending the catalogue. It has been 
eaid, even, that the early accounts 
published of the Yiinnan ontrage led 
tomuch subsequent trouble, by suggest- 
ing to the Chinese a convenient tale to 
which they committed themselves. But 
we have said enough to illustrate the 
grain of corn which we said at the outset 
was contained in our present corres- 
pondent’s chaff. It is obviously im. 
possible to be perpetually keeping 
silence, or to expand every sentence in 
order that it may not be misundertood 
by the officials; but there is no doubt 
that, owing to the ignorance of 














the Chinese and to other causes, 


misconception does arise through what 
is published in foreign newspapers, and 
it will not be till they are far more 
intimately acquainted than they aro at 
present with foreign politics and modes 
of thought, that the inconvenience will 
cease. 





‘THE EARTH. 


‘Wrra regard to the past history of the 
Barth, men’s minds seem to be in a 
state as unsettled as that of the astrono- 
wers before Newton hit on his gravie 
tation theory, or of the naturalists prior 
to the somewhat similar theory of Dar. 
win. It was not that either Newton or 
Darwin propounded anything absolutely 
now, for gravitation theories bad been 
conceived before the former, as theories 
of progressive development in animal 
life bad been put forward centuries 
before the latter. It was rather by 
their method of applying already exist~ 
ing theories, that both one and tho 
other contrived to placo on a firm basis 
sciences till then fluctuating and un- 
settled. Tho late meeting of tho 
British Association at Glasgow showed, 
in respect of somo of the most im- 
portant facts in geology, a want of 
definiteness approaching to thatformerly 
existing in the other sciences, Geology 
has done mucb, and collected many 
facts ; bat on the great question of the 
causes antecedent to and producing those 
facts, it is at present in an unsettled 
state. Time was when the theory of 
the secular cooling of the Earth from a 
state of fusion was looked upon as 
sufficient to account for the phenomena, 
noted. Of late, however, many obsor- 
vations have tended to throw discredit 
on this simple theory. ‘That the various 
portions of the Earth's surface have at 
different times been dry land, or sub. 
merged beneath the waters of the 
oceav, was ono of the first facts made 
known by the regular study of geology. 
At first they seemed easily explained 
by supposing the nucleus of the Earth 
fluid. A fluid nucleus, Lowever, as 
the astronomers showed, must porforce 
have been subject to certain regalar and 
calculable fluctuations, and with these 
goological observations did not quite 
agree. Again, to tho first geologists 
it seemed that tho history of the Earth 
was one of gradanl cooling from a 
temperature many degrees hotter than 
any we can now conceive as compatible 
with life, and this seemed naturally to 
fit in with the fluid nucleus theory. 
But when it became apparent that, at 
fone period at least, there was reason to 
beliove that the temperature of the 
Earth was considerably lower than at 
present; and that according to many 
geologists, we live in an age of revived 
warmth, the hot nucleus theory was 
found to be at fault. This led to 
the foundation of what may be called 
astronomical theories. ‘The world, it 
was supposed, passed through regions 
of space of higher or lower temperature. 
Bat space seemed to be incompatible 
with temperature of any kind, Again, 
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it was thought the sun might be hotter 
‘at one time than another, which 
‘naturally led to the enquiry whence 
‘the accessions of fuel came, This as 
naturally led to the celebrated meteoric 
‘theory; bands of meteoric stones were 
‘revolving round the sun, sometimes 
these came to be attracted to his surface, 
and as they fell in with enormous 
velocity, the sudden stop to their 
motion by striking his surface changed 
that velocity to heat. Again, it is 
sown to astronomers that the inclina- 
-tion of the Earth’s equator to the ecliptic 
‘changes from century to century. 
‘As this inclination at present causes 
the succession of sensons, some per- 
amanent set, different from the present, 
might cause such a change as would 
‘nccount for the changes noted during 
geologic time, One school of geologists 
‘set themselves to investigate the so- 
-ealled glacial epoch. Is seemed a field 
in which distinction would readily be 
‘attained. The most extreme theories 
wero put forward. Mon like Agassiz, 
who thought they had discovered 
glacial phenomena in Brazil, were 
Prepared to account for everything by 
eference to the glacial epoch. More 
‘sober minds suspended their judgment, 
‘and confined themselves to laboriously 
studying every section they could meet, 
of deposits belonging to the later geo- 
logical epochs, It was presently shown 
‘that there were evidences of more than 
fone cold period to be found, at various 
Jooalities. Again astronomical caleu- 
Jations were referred to. It was known 
that the Earth's orbit was eccentric; it 
was likewise known that that eccon- 
tricity varied within somewhat wide 
limits. Mr. Croll, of the geological 
sntvey of Scotland, where traces of ice 
action are abundant, thought he could 
recognise the causes of the fluctuations 
in olimate by reference to the varying 
eccentricity of the Earth's orbit. With 
Jaborions patience he worked out those 
variations for four million years, and 
showed at least the inherent’ possibility 
of secular changes of climate being 
influenced by the varying conditions of 
the orbit, and the periodic changes in 
the position of the equinoxes. Other 
geologists were not, however, prepared 
to accept # glacial epoch at all. It 
was true that portions of the Earth's 
surface at present free of ice, were at 
‘one time covered by it to a groater or 
Jesser extent, but they denied that 
there was any proof of these cold 
periods.being isochronons at different 
Jocalities. Strong presumptive evidence 
has of late years been forthcoming 
in the presence, far within the 
arctic circle, of remains of fossil 
plants, which seem to demand not 
only © different climate so. far as 
temperature is concerned, but also 
different conditions of light and dark 
ness from those now existing. To such 
geologists it seemed far more likely 
glacial epochs were local phenomena, 
caused by the secular change in the 
axis of the Earth's rotation, in conse- 
quence of which different portions of 
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its surface became in turn exposed to 
arctic conditions. - For a long time 
astronomers refused to listen to such 
atheory. They held that the perma- 
nence of the Earth's axis was a thing 
beyond question ; and oppressed by the 
dead weight of the astronomers, the geo- 
logists feared to put forward a theory 
which they were assured only exposed 
their own ignorance. But of late years, 
even astronomers have come to look 
upon the absolute stability of the Earth's 
axis asa thing not altogether proved, 
and at the meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation Sir William Thomson brought 
forward some calculations which he had 
made,as to the possible effect of a sudden 
disturbance of the axis of revoluti 
Sir William Thomson stated that ne- 
cording to those calculations he found 
that the result of a rise of four inches in 
opposite quarters of the globe would 
be a displacement of the axis of rota- 
tion to the extent of the three bun 
dredth part of a second of arc; that 
this would be followed by a slight 
daily swing of tide of a small exteut, 
which would finally settle down into 
a regular tide of 306 days, with a rise 
from highest to lowest point of a trifle 
over four inches. A rise of 1,200 feet, 
with a corresponding tide of 1,300 
feet every 306 days, would he thinks 
account for many geological pheno- 
mena, producing as it would a succes- 
sion of deluges for many years. These 
thoories are so new, that no ono at the 
meeting seemed in a position to con- 
trovert them; but their inherent im- 
probability is too great to permit of 
their ready acceptance. In the first 
place there is no roason to supposo any 
audden deviation of the Earth's surface 
to have ever taken place ; the changes 
would more likely have beon gradnal, 
and from the effects of cataclysmal 








violonce,and in the second instance there | b 


is still considerable uncertainty about 
the basis of these cosmic calculations. 
‘This was shown subsequently, by the 
uncertainty regarding the actual term 
of the Earth’s revolution on its axis, 
Tt has for a good many years been 
known that, to account for the records 
handed down of ancient eclipses, we 
have to suppose a retardation of the 
daily revolution, and it bas been 
caloulated that the Earth is now going 


22 seconds slow in a century. Even |}? 


after making this allowance, the Earth 
and the moon appear to vary in their 
time-keeping rates. Sometimes one, 
sometimes the other gets ahead. From 
1850 to 1862, the Earth was slow of 
the moon no less than seven seconds, 
while between 1862 and 1872 it 
seemed to have gained eight. Which 
is right, the moon or the earth ? 
‘Assuming that the earth is to blame, 
the address stated, “So great an irre- 
gularity as this would require some- 
what greater changes of sea level, but 
not very much greater, than the British 
‘Associntion Committee's reductions of 
tidal observations for several places in 
different parts of the world allow us to

‘The British steamship Leonor, Official No. 
64,129, Matthew Young, Master, holding 
Certificate of Competency No. 32,637, left the 
White Dogs Anchorage, outside Foochow, 
China, at about eight o'clock p.m. of the 19 
Novernber, bound. to. Taunatiy 
‘There was a fcesh breeze at N.E. by E. with a 
moderate sea, ‘The night was dark, but 
starlight. ‘The third mate, Harry Thomas 
Waveil, holding a certificate of competency 
as first ‘mate, obtained in Hongkong in July, 
1872, was in charge of the deck from 8, p.m 
to midnight. Mr. Wavell ad been in the 
Leonor about seven weeks, but was not on the 
Articles of Agreement of the ship when the 
collision occured—in contravention of Section 
157 of the ‘Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,” 
and of Section V of Ordinauce No. 6 of 1852.

the Leonor struck the American brigantine 
Frances Lewey on the starboard quarter just 
abaft the main rigging, and the vessel 
gradually sank, The boats of the Leonor 
Were instantly lowered, and the master, 
second mate, four seamen and Chinese car- 
penter of the Frances Lewey were rescued, 
and taken to the Leonor. Two boats were 
Kept searching for about three hours, but no 
one else picked up. The captains of the 
Leonor and Frances Levey consulted, and 
concluded that it would be of no use to 
remain Jonger; and the Leonor, at about 
1.40 a.m., proceeded on her voyage toTamsui, 
where she arrived at 10 a.m. of the 20th

The court is of opinion, that the third mate, 
‘Mr, Harry Thomas Wavell, officer of the 
watch of the Leonor, is guilty of great neglic 
gence in leaving the bridge, and in not 
adopting the proper means’ to avoid the 
collision, when first he saw the Frances 
Levcey's light. ‘The court directs that Mr. 
‘Wavell’s certificate of competency (No. 441, 
Hongkong) be suspeuded for twelve mouths 
from this date. 

‘The court is also of opinion, that the master, 
Matthew Young (No. of certificate of com- 
petency 32,637), althongh not called until a 
collison was unavoidable, dil not evince that 
readiness to meet the ‘emergency which he 
should have shown, but the Court sees no 
reason for suspending Captain Young's certifi- 
cate.

to afford them sufficient relief. We now hear 
that ‘I’ang King-sing, the manager of the 
Chao-shang Kii (the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company) has personally consulted 
with Kii Shaou-yi, the manager of the Kuo-ju 
Tan [a local charity] respecting the advix- 
ity of making an appeal to all the well: 
do people, both Cae F and Chi in 
Shanghai, to put their hands in their pockets, 
and contribute a little help, whether in the 
form of rice or money. Meanwhile ‘T'ang has 
himself spent largely in advance, to the 
amount of some ten thousand taels, in the 
purchase of rive, wheat, votton clothes and 
medicine which he has entrusted to Kit, who 
will send the stores to Shantung, there to be 
distributed by the provincial mandarin. 
Some years ago, when similar charitable 
operations were on foot at Tientsin, Earl Li 
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sent wei yuens to Shanghai to collect sub- 
scriptions ; and they managed to take back 
over a huudred thousaud taels, Ever since 
the people of ‘Tientsin have never been tired of 


singing the praises of Shanghai's generosity ; 








now there is far more distress to be 
relieved 


n Shantung than there was at that 
Tientsin. I am sure that there are 
of good hearted pitiful people in 
‘who feel deeply lor this. starving 
opulation, and will lose no time in sending 
Belps but they must be quick about it, elae 
it may be too late.

Tho cyclone of the 3ist ultimo seems 
to have been revere and destructive, Daily 
intelligence continues to reveal more fully 
the extent of the disasters, Many vessels 
in the bay suffered terribly, aud all the 
more because the storm stems to have 
been little expected. Chittagong experienced 
reat loss of property and we fear not a little 

juman life, Huts were blown down, Ei 
ropean houses disroofed, ships strande 
pier blown away, and great loss of life is 
ported from the'sea-board. Noaklally has 
also a sad tale to tell, of inundation, loss of 
life, and, as one effect of inundation, conse- 

juent scarcity of food and water. ‘The 
Glande “in the estuary of the Meghna felt 
the full weight of the calamity, and the 
extent of the destruction is not yet fully 
Known to us, A great storm wave passed 
over Dakhin Shahabazpur ; the head quarters 
Of the sub-division were w vl 
Deputy Magistrat ped, but 
their family, said to have comprised twelve 
persons, perished, ‘The moonsitfs court was 
ept away ; the moonsiff perished. Out of 

‘hundred persons in the Dowlut Khan 

mn only fifty are reported as saved ; and

‘The 
wave ia tnid to have been from twenty to 
thirty feet deop on some of the islands, 
Houses and villages, cattle aud property of 
all kinds, were suddenly swept away, and 
rack left bebind. ‘Thre erops have 
been almost ruined. ‘Ihe mortality was fright 
ful. It is estimated that one-sixth of the pop- 
ulation of Dakhin-Shabazpore perished, or 
about forty thonsand persons, aud according 
to. some estimates this is 1 thousands 
below the trath, ‘Tho islands of Mattia 
and Sandip were completely drowned, and 
the Joss of life is supposed to be furty or ‘fifty 
thousand at least, Even at Noakhally the 
water was four feet deep 5 all Eucka buildings 
and much property were destroyed, but 
fof the penple there eseaped by taking refuge 
in the cutcherry, on the tops of pucke houses, 
and wherever they coukl evade the deluge.

A good many readers of the North-China 
Daily’ News probably pass over the translations 
of the Peking Gazette, as likely to be dry and not 
to repay the trouble of perusal. And many 
of the edicts and memorials which compose 
each number have doubtless little interest 
except for students of Chinese polity. Some, 
however, are really of political importance, 
and more have a quaint interest as illustrating 
the working of the Chinese system and the 
tone of thought of the people. Scarcely a 
’s Gazelle fails to indicate ‘some curious 
custom, and very often the memorials contain 
as much incident as a sensation of novel. 

A curious light would be thrown on the 
history of China, and even of eastern Asia, 
for the last thousand years, if it were possible 
to collect and sketch the principal edicts 
which have found place in the “Court 
Announcements,” as the Chinese call the little 
brochure, during that period. Itis, we believe, 
not known to what Emperor, or even to what 
‘dynasty, belongs the eredit of inaugurating the 
publication, in this form, of edicts and memo- 
rials likely to have public interest; but it is 
known that the Gace was published in the 

‘ang dynasty, which began to reign in the 
first desado cf the seventh century—and i 
may have been in existence centuries earlier,
